Bannpersdesignating the
atate delegations were torn from their
fasteningas and waved in the air.

Kansas with i:s Roosevelt banner
started towards ihe stage. All she
convention fell in llne, Hawaii's ma-
reon colored baoner was the most con-
spleuous in the llne.

Thourstin and Dele-
gates Yerkes of Kentucky and Kalghs
ol Californis, all seconded the nomiansa-
tion of McKinley.

Knight finished at 12:20, an1 was fo!-
lovd on the speaker’s platform by Gov-
Mount of Iodlana. Just before the
governor was recognized the convention
ehowed its Impatience for a vote by calils
of *‘Kol!, roll."

Gov. Mount's sppeech was finiched
at 12:35. The tail end of bis epeech
frequently ioterrupted by the
impatient crowd. 12:36 the convention
proceeded to nominate McKinley.
